(Fro m Pa g e On e) 
seemed certain when a Jap anese 
nav y sp ok esman declared Nip ­ 
p on’s blu ejack ets wou ld mop u p 
all scattered Chinese u nits in 
Chap ei. 
Jap anese nav al headq u arters 
adv ised United States marines to 
tak e 
p recau tionary 
measu res 
against p ossible sev ere action to 
wip e ou t the Chinese battalion, 
op p osite one section of marine 
defense lines. 
Designating the Chinese de­ 
tachment as stragglers, the nav y 
sp ok esman p redicted they soon 
wou ld be k illed. 
Crowds of hero-worship p ing 
Chinese who flock ed to the set­ 
tlement side of the creek to cheer 
their fighting cou ntry men de­ 
clared they were not stragglers, 
bu t the remains of a battalion of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kaishek ’s 
eighty -eighth army which had 
led the North Station citadel 75 
day s against Jap anese attack s. 
Prou d Chinese officials said the 
besieged warriors all were u nder 
30 y ears old and came from ev ery 
p rov ince in China. 
“They are fu lly rep resentativ e 
of heroic China’s new fighting 
sp irit,’’ said one. 
A nu mber of foreigners at­ 
temp ted to send bu ndles of food 
to the battalion bu t the 
at­ 
temp ts were not su ccessfu l. 
Somehow, the^ u nit obtained 
su p p lies of rice, hardtack and 
tea and sent back word that it 
wou ld stick to the last man. 
Desp ite a shower of machine 
gu n bu llets which sp attered the 
settlement p av ements, crowds of 
Chinese and foreigners gathered 
on the rooftop s of nearby bu ild­ 
ings to see the battle to the end 
in the heart of a modern city . 
As a p recau tion against cas­ 
u alties, p olice rop ed off three 
block s 
inside 
the 
settlement, 
within a block of bu sy Nank ing 
road. Three Chinese were stru ck 
by stray bu llets. 
The rooftop sp ectators saw the 
doomed battalion k eep Jap anese 
blu ejack ets at a resp ectfu l dis­ 
tance with hand grenades. 
As the Chap ei stru ggle ap p ar­ 
ently ap p roached a climax , death 
and destru ction on a grander 
scale continu ed bey ond the set­ 
tlement’s borders.

Chicago, Oct. 28 (/P)—The Na­ 
tional Safety Cou ncil rep orted 
today 28 ,140 p ersons died in traf­ 
fic accidents du ring the first nine 
months of 1937, a nine p er cent 
increase ov er the total for the 
same p eriod last y ear. 
Desp ite the increase, the cou n­ 
cil noted “sev eral fav orable as­ 
p ects” of the traffic situ ation. 
Sep tember was the second month 
in which no increase ov er 1936 
was registered. The total for the 
month—3,5 5 0—rep resented a 10 
p er cent drop from Au gu st. „ 
For the first time this y ear the 
increase in deaths for 1937 was 
less than the 10 p er cent increase 
in motor traffic, the cou ncil said. 
The increase in deaths du ring 
the second and third q u arters of 
1937 was only fou r p et cent ov er 
the same p eriods last y ear. Du r­ 
ing the first q u arter it was 24 p er 
cent.

Thirteen states rep orted de­ 
clines in traffic fatalities for the 
first nine months of 1937 as 
comp ared with the same p eriod 
last y ear while two rep orted no 
change. The cou ncil figu red the 
redu ctions rep resented a sav ing 
of 317 liv es. 
The distinction of being the 
safest city ” among those with 
more than 5 0,000 p op u lation— 
held by New York for 21 consec­ 
u tiv e months—was regained by 
Milwau k ee when it recorded only 
two fatalities last month. 
New York led in fatalities for 
the nine months p eriod with a 
total of 5 5 1. Chicago was nex t 
with 5 44 and Los Angeles third 
with 342. 
Bangor, Me., was the largest of 
66 cities hav ing p erfect no-death 
accident records for the first 
three q u arters of 1937.

Tho mas R. Hu tso n , State Lab o r 
Co mmissio n er, o b tain ed a sig n ed 
tru ce at 4:05 a. m., Octo b er 22. 
The ag reemen t was sig n ed b y 
a co mmittee rep resen tin g 
In ­ 
dian ap o lis milk distrib u to rs, the 
Milk an d Ice Cream Driv ers, 
Salesmen an d Help ers, Lo cal Un ­ 
io n an d Mr. Hu tso n . 
The u n io n , u n der terms o f the 
settlemen t, b eco mes b arg ain in g 
ag en cy fo r all its memb ers em­ 
p lo y ed b y In dian ap o lis milk dis­ 
trib u to rs, an d the ag reemen t re­ 
main s in effect u n til a p erma­ 
n en t co n tract is wo rked o u t. 
If at the end of 60 day s from 
Nov ember 1, the distributors and 
workers fail to reach an agree­ 
ment, the Div ision of Labor and 
the Indianapolis Milk Adminis­ 
trator will be asked to enter the 
negotiations. 
The permanent contract will 
b e in effect from February 1, 1938 
to February 1, 1939, and there 
shall be no strike or lockout dur­ 
ing the negotiating or contract 
periods. The truce also establish­ 
es minimum wages and pay in­ 
creases. 
Both the Div ision of Labor and 
Gov ernor M. Clifford Townsend 
participated in conferences lead­ 
ing up to the settlement, and the 
temporary truce contained sev ­ 
eral suggestions proposed by the 
gov ernor. 
When Indianapolis distributors 
shut down on deliv eries, follow­ 
ing a strike at three dairies, 
Gov ernor Townsend entered the 
picture to protect the consumer 
and work out a fair settlement. 
After sev eral conferences with 
the State Milk Control Board and 
Leon C. Coller, Indianapolis Milk 
Administrator, distributors not 
directly .affected by the strike 
were ordered to deliv er milk to 
th^lr customers. 


The Treasu ry 's S ta y 
Now we go to the treasury . 
Tax officials there are sur­ 
prised at the coincidence that 
the market began its sag quickly 
after the 19 37 tax bill was intro­ 
duced.

TO TEST Oil, CIIS 


Indianapolis, Oct. 26—The lab­ 
oratory and test tu be are being 
u sed to protect Indiana consu m ­ 
ers against su b-standard petrol­ 
eu m produ cts and to driv e ou t 
the petroleu m bootlegger. 
G radu ate chem ists are being 
installed in the new ly -constru ct­ 
ed laboratory and testing center 
of the Indiana Div ision of Oil 
Inspection, in Indianapolis. There 
each produ ct will be carefu lly 
analy zed to see tha t it m eets the 
strict requ irem ents of the law. 
The new laboratory is a part 
of the Oil Div ision’s reorganiza­ 
tion program u nder the new law 
passed by the 1937 G eneral As­ 
sembly . 
Now all produ cts specified u n­ 
der the law m u st be inspected 
and approv ed before it can be 
sold or u sed in Indiana. State 
inspectors su bject to call a t any 
tim e check ev ery shipm ent of 
petroleu m produ cts 
into 
the 
state. 
Taking a sample, the inspector 
makes a prelim inary test. The 
sample is 
then 
placed 
in 
a 
sealed deposit box , which will 
be picked u p and brou ght into 
the laboratory a t Indianapolis. 
If the ex pert chem ists find by 
their analy sis tha t the sample 
does not m eet the law’s requ ire­ 
m ents, tha t shipm ent cannot be 
sold in Indiana. 
At a later date the Oil Inspec­ 
tion Div ision intends to install 
equ ipm ent for octane testing as 
a fu rther serv ice to oil dealers 
a t no additional ex pense. 
Prou d of its new laboratory , 
the Inspection Div ision has is­ 
su ed an inv itation to the general 
pu blic to v isit the bu ilding and 
w atch the testing. 
Gov ernor M. Clifford Town­ 
send is ex pected to attend cere­ 
monies officially dedicating the 
laboratory on Wednesday .

NEW mOCESS IS 


A process that sterilizes wool 
fabrics without damaging the fi­ 
bers has been discovered by three 
workers in the Department of 
Agriculture. Although this meth­ 
od has as yet been tried only un­ 
der laboratory conditions on un­ 
dyed blanket fabrics, it is be- 
'lieved to have practical possi­ 
bilities for commercial use. The 
next step will be to test it out 
in dry-cleaning and other in­ 
dustrial plants. 
Heretofore any process that 
killed the micro-organisms in 
the wool did considerable dam­ 
age to the material itself. But 
the department’s research work­ 
ers found that by heating the 
wool material in xylene, an or­ 
ganic liquid, they could sterilize 
the wool and leave it essential­ 
ly unchanged otherwise. 
They 
found Stoddard solvent and tet- 
rachlorethylene were also suc­ 
cessful when used in place of 
xylene. 
In general, the two types of 
micro-organisms that it may be 
necessary to kill are the ones 
that cause disease and those that 
damage the wool itself. Army 
supplies, clothing contaminated 
by flood waters, and hospital 
blankets must be sterilized to 
prevent spread of disease. And 
mildewed blankets contain or­ 
ganisms that affect wool fiber 
itself. 
Ruth 
Elmquist 
and 
James 
KetteMng of the Bureau of Home 
Economics carried out the re- 


search for this process in col- 
loboration with Harry Humfeld 
of the Bureau of Plant Industry. 
Application has been made for 
a public service patent. 
They 
worked 
with 
undyed, 
laundered, wool blanket materi­ 
al, one of the most difficult wool 
fabrics to sterilize. 
And they 
took as a representative micro­ 
organism bacillus mesentericus, 
which is destructive to wool and 
very resistant to adverse condi­ 
tions. 
Other methods of sterilization 
tested in the research proved to 
be unsatisfactory either because 
they were ineffective in killing 
the micro-organisms or because 
they damaged the material. Use 
of ultraviolet light, potassium 
permanganate, iodine, alcohols, 
glycerol, tribombetanaphol, tet- 
rachlorethane and phenylpherv- 
ates did not produce sterility. 
Formaldehyde 
and 
mercuris 
salts sterilized but left a residue 
in the wool. Intermittent steam­ 
ing sterilized the material but 
injured the fabric.

STRONG NAVY 
PLAN VOICED 


OY PRESIDENT 


Washington, Oct. 27 ( JP) —Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt said in a Navy 
Day message today the United 
States would avoid war “by all 
honorable means.” 
The 
commander-in-chief 
of 


the most powerful American na­ 
vy in history coupled with this, 
however, a statement of deter­ 
mination to maintain adequate 
sea defenses in the face of wide­ 
spread rearmament abroad. 
He expressed his views in a let­ 
ter 
to 
Secretary 
Swanson, 
through whom he congratulated 
the navy “on its splendid effi­ 
ciency . 
. and competent lead­ 
ership.” 
Navy Day has «been observed 
for years on the birthday anni­ 
versary of former President The­ 
odore Roosevelt. 
The navy’s own celebration 
centered in New York at the 
laying of the keel of a new $60,- 
000,000 
battleship, 
the North 
Carolina. It is the first such ship 
¿o be put under construction 
since the World War. 
The nation’s sea force now 
ranks second only to that of 
Great Britain. There are 
366 
ships in commission, a total ton­ 
nage of 1,073,000, an 
enlisted 
personnel of 102,000 with 9,714 
officers, and a departmental ap­ 
propriation of $516,258,800. 
The preparation of Americas 
sea defense is going forward at 


a faster pace than at any time 
since the war. Under the pre se nt 
expansion program the fle e t too* 
nage v ill be increased to 1,343,0 0 0 
by 1942. That was approximately 
the tonnage which this country 
agreed not to exceed unde r the 
London naval limitation tre a ty. 
Although the treaty e x pire d 
months ago, its limitations ha ve 
been taken as guides in the cur­ 
rent building plans. Efforts to 
bring about a new treaty ha ve 
failed, and President Roose ve lt 
made it clear that while the 
United States is ready to consid­ 
er new proposals, it will not fa ll 
behind as a sea power. 
“I believe it entirely consiste nt 
with our continuing re a dine ss to 
limit armaments,” he wrote , “ to 
maintain a defense at sea suffi­ 
cient to insure the pre se rva tion 
of our Democratic ideals a nd the 
maintenance 
of 
a 
righte ous 
peace. 
“We as a nation have no pla ns 
of conquest; we harbor no im­ 
perial designs. War will be a void­ 
ed by all honorable means.” 
The navy expects to ask for 
two more $60,000,000 ships ne x t 
year to replace over-age ve sse ls.
